COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  the  work 
of  the  Flospital  has  continued  throughout  the  past  year  • 
without  interruption . 

The  number  of  in-patients  treated  shows  a  further  small  Patients 
increase  over  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  number  of 
out-patients  attending  the  Hospital  is  the  highest  recorded 
for  over  30  years.

The  rising  figures  of  those  admitted  “  not  on  exercise  ”  is  interest¬ 
ing.  It  is  partly  attributable  to  war  conditions  and  shortage  of 
hospital  beds,  but  also  reflects  a  definite  change  in  the  conceptions 
of  the  correct  treatment  of  the  disease. 

Of  the  365  patients  admitted,  46,  or  12-6  per  cent,  failed  to  respond 
to  treatment  and  either  died  or  became  worse.  This  figure  is 
practically  the  same  as  that  for  1942.  These  46  cases  were  all 
admitted  in  the  £<  not  on  exercise  ”  class. 

ODthe  319  who  responded  to  treatment,  250,  or  78-3  per  cent., 
reached  the  full  grade  of  exercise.  As  the  Table  shows,  this  figure 
rises  year  by  year.  It  argues  efficient  choice  of  case  for  treatment  at 
Frimley  and  also  that  better  and  earlier  cases  are  being  sent  for 
treatment.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  increasingly  efficient  use  of 
radiology.

The  male  and  female  Domestic  Staff  has  been  below  strength,  but 
those  who  are  employed  have  worked  loyally  and  hard,  which  has 
enabled  us,  by  cutting  down  work  to  bare  essentials,  to  keep  at  bay 
the  bogey  of  “  closure  of  beds.” 

We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Parkins  for  supplying  and  projecting  film 
programmes  during  the  winter  seasons.  We  have  been  fortunate, 
too,  during  the  year  to  have  had  several  concerts  and  displays  given 
by  various  military  units  quartered  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  Staff  War  Savings  Group  has  kept  up  its  activity.  £4,953 
has  been  contributed  in  the  four  years  of  its  existence. 

I  record  with  regret  the  death  of  F.  R.  Hall,  the  Sanatorium 
store-man  for  30  years — a  faithful  servant. 

The  Lady  Almoner’s  visits  have  continued,  and  have  proved  as 
valuable  as  ever.
